day. 


The rough grading, work has 


been completed. Final grading and 
spreading of gravel will be done 
in the spring. Work has been com- 


i,«plef.d on the Scarboro bridge, 


Leake said. Later next year- the 
Scarboro road will be black topped. 


following a two-day meeting 
of the district group with top 
bridge design engineers of the 
state highway department in 
Springfield. 


The hazardous condition of the 


floor, a steel-mesh surface which 
becomes slippery when frosty and 
wet, first was brought to the at- 
tention of the department shortly 
after two persons met their death 
in an auto accident in 1948, a few 
months after the span was com- 
pleted. 


Residents Alarmed 


Area residents again became 


alarmed following a five-car,col- 
lision on Thanksgiving day which 
sent four persons, including a 
Grand Detour mother, to the hos- 
pital. This climaxed a series of 


accidents 
on the 
less 
serious 


bridge. 


At the conclusion of the Spring- 


field meetings, local engineers said 
that a number of suggestions 
were considered, but that only one 
plan is-under consideration. 


That plan la to remove the pres- 


ent steel meah and replace it with 
steel plates. The plates would 
then be covered with » bituminous 
mixture. 


He "Hopes" 


R. M. Ferguson, district engi- 


neer here, said that he is hopeful 
that an early solution can be 
reached. He pointed out that most 
suggestions to resurface 
the 


bridge would overload the present 
steel mesh. Spreading a concrete 
surface over the mesh, he said, 
would provide a fine, skid-proof 
floor but the bridge itself might 
cave in because of the added 
weight. 


Flooded With Ideas 


Members of the study group 


were flooded with ideas for elimi- 
nating the hazard, some of which 
approached Rube Goldberg propor- 
tions, Ferguson said. He added, 
however, that interest in getting 
the bridge danger remedied is run- 
ning high in Springfield. 


It is likely that any permanent 


repair job will have to wait until 
spring. 
A watchman has been 


hired to be on .hand during "bad 
weather" periods. He will station 
flares and call for cinders as soon 
as icing conditions are observed. 


Plan Signals 


Flasher signals will be installed 


when they have been purchased 
by the highway department, Fer- 
guson stated. 


In the meantime, persons wish-

Gen. William P. Muckota, 
told correspondents the UN Allies 
are deeply concerned over the 
threat posed by increasing Com- 
munist air strength^ He said the 
UN command primarily fears the 
possibility of strong air support 
for Red ground forces. 


Joy told Communist negotiators 


that airfields wer« the only type 
of military f acilitiei the Allies felt 
must.be restricted as part, of- the 
UN program for preventing a mili- 
tary buildup by eithelr aide. 


North Korean Lt. Gen. Nam H 


insisted it was "necessary" to 
•trengthen air bases. 


"I cannot but point out that the 


real objective of your proposal of 
allowing no increase of so-called 
military facilities " is merely to 
deprive our side forever of the 
right to defend ourselves," he said.

Tall roof and dormers will general- 
ly appear to "hug" the ground if 
painted a dark shade. 


To streamline a tall structure, 


which is often of Victorian or 
French design, an effective color 
plan might include dark char-coal 
gray or black for the roof, in con- 
trast to a light wall color such as 
pale gray or green. The "white 


4£ elephant" of 40 years ago acquires 


a newer look if roof, dormers, tall 
chimneys, And stilt-like base struc- 
tures are painted dark blue-black 
charcoal black or ebony black. 


Walls might be dove gray, and all 
horizontal lines (such as roof and 
dormer edges) brought out smart- 
ly with white paint White wood 
trim, as on porches, and white on 
frames of doors and windows will 
further revive the middle aged 
house. 


Badly proportioned windows can 


be given broader lines by flanking 
them with shutters. If upper-story 
shutters are painted dark green 
or blue, and lower-story 
ones 


white, the house will appear less 
tall. 


Out-of-scale chimneys and other 


architectural shortcomings can be 
minimized by painting them the 
same color as the house. 


Vertical trim on 'a too-small 


house, or a roof that overwhelms 
the small structure, will recede if 
given the proper color. Paint trim 
the same color as walls, and the 
roof a darker shade of the wall 
color: For example, gray walls 
with a darker gray roof. Another 
trick is to call attention away from 
large masses of wall color on a 
hulking house by painting the 
front door a striking contrasting 
color.

Make Old Interior New 


These color principles achieve 


equally pleasing results in the 
house interior. 


High 
ceilings 
are 
"lowered" 


when painted a darker shade than 
walls; low ceilings are less oppres- 
sive when painted white or given 
the same color as walls. Propor- 
tions of a square room improve 
when one wall is dramatized with 
an eye-catching color; for exam- 
ple, a deep rose wall in a room 
whose other walls are rose-beige. 
A long, narrow rom appears wider 
when end-walls are dark, long side- 
walls light, such as chocolate, 
brown or terra cotta with creamy 
beige. 
' 


Rooms in middle-aged houses 


often have ugly mantels; exposed 
chimney breasts jutting out of the 
wall; wall jogs and corner girders. 
These eyesores are mad,e unobtru- 
sive by painting them the same 
color as the walls. 


Exposed pipes, uneven plaster- 


ing and other building defects in 
a not-new house can be made un- 
objectionable with paint. A dark 
color such as deep forest green is 
especially effective. 


Color is a short-cut to style in 


Jie interior as well as the exterior. 
When selected carefully, it is the 
homeowner's- strongest ally, for 
laint not only covers and protects, 
>ut gives the house a new look at 
minimum expense. 


Lighted Cutouts Are 
Effective 


For those who prefer to express 


the deeper significance of Christ- 
mas in their holiday decorations, 
lighted cutouts offer many possi- 
bilities. 


The silhouette cutout arrange- 


ment pictured above was fashioned 
in a home workshop from scraps of 
construction board. It was then 
mounted to baseboard and each 
figure was painted black to give 
the shadow effect. 


A string of colored lights were 


arranged behind the figures to give 
them^depth and to light the back- 
ground. 


Lighting specialists recommend 


placing cutouts against light color- 
ed backgrounds as was done in 


this arrangement, for best results 


You may have to study the pic 


ture closely to see how stars wer 
painted on a traingle of construe 
tion board at the top of the gabl< 
Before the pain was dry, star de 
signs were sprinkled with flittei 
to make them sparkle. 


To complete this simple but ef 


fective design, strings of outdoo 
colored bulbs were strung alon 
the lower eaves of the house, ato 
the gable and entwined in green 
on the front door. 


A floodlight, 150-watt outdoo

Outline Steps for Homeowner 
To Follow in Painting House

Architectural Engineer 


By doing their own home paint 


jobs, homeowners have saved mill- 
Ions in 1951. They eliminated labor 
costs and gained me personal sat- 
isfaction of seeing their homes 
improved through their own crea- 
tive efforts. 


For a good paint job, each step 


should be planned in advance and 
all necessary materials assembled 


»^i, before setting to work. 


In addition to paint, materials 


include brushes or roller; turpen- 
tine to clean brushes and spots; 
ladders; drop cloths to protect 
floors and shrubbery; clean rags; 
linseed oil to protect brushes not 
in use; and equipment to prepare 
both exterior and interior sur- 
faces, such as scraper, sandpaper, 
wire brush, calking compound, 
putty, calking gun and dust brush. 


I a For exteriors, a five-inch brush 
* is needed for large areas, a two- 


inch brush for trim. A three or 
four-inch brush is best for in- 
terior walls and ceilings. 


Rollers are an excellent time- 


saver for the amateur, who can 
often complete all walls of an 
average size room in one evening 
with a roller. If wife and husband 
are collaborating on the paint job, 
she may find a roller the easiest 


- method. 
'* 
Select Colors You Like 


As colors must be lived with for 


a long time after the job is fin- 
ished, the home owner should give 
himself the widest color range 
from which to choose. The home- 
maker can choose her colors, take 
her paints home, stir and she is 
ready to paint. A small or large 
quantity can be purchased as 
needed; and an exact color match 


H can be had when needed at any 


later time. 


Before painting the interior, re- 


move all furniture and cover re- 


maining pieces and rugs with 
drop cloths or newspapers. Soiled 
walls and ceilings should be wash- 
ed with cleanser and water, and 
cracks filled with pitching plaster 
after scraping off loose plaster. 
Let patching piaster dry thorough- 
ly, then sand mended surfaces. 
When they are sanded smooth, ap- 
ply shellac to treated areas. Let 
shellac dry overnight, then sand 
again. 


Paint Celling First 


Paint the ceiling first. Then go 


down the walls, starting at the 
top and carrying each strip to the 
baseboard. Each strip should be 
finished, with laps brushed out, 
before starting the next. If wood- 
work is to be the same color as 
the wall, it can be painted at the 
same time. Otherwise it should be 
left for last. Woodwork should be 
free of wax", grease and oil. 


Start each brushful on a dry 


spot and work toward the area 
already covered. Dip brush only 
half the bristle length, and to 
avoid streaks, finish an entire area 
before taking a break. 


Exterior Painting 


Before painting, exterior sur- 


faces should be washed with soap 
and water and rinsed. Loose par- 
ticles should be scraped off with 


a stiff scraping knife, and rough 
areas sanded with fine sandpaper. 
Bare spots need touching up with 
under-coat paint. Joints around 
chimney and around door frames 
and windows in brick walls re- 
quire recalking, and all lose put- 
ty must be replaced. Repair leaks 
in roof, walls and around win- 
dows. 


Surfaces must be thoroughly 


dry before painting. As in the 
interior, start at the top and work 
down. Paint in wide horizontal 
bands from top to bottom. 


The under-coat should dry for 


several days before applying the 
finish coat. The fewer coats ap- 
plied, the better. . 


To keep brushes from drying 


out for a few hours, wrap them in 
aluminum foil. Overnight, they 
can be wrapped in several thick- 
nesses of newspaper or suspended 
in linseed oil. When brushes are 
to be stored for a long period, 
wash them in brush cleaner, then 
soap and water, and wrap them in 
paper. 
Number of Tiles 
Needed in Room 
Easily Figured 


Here's an easy way to deter- 


mins how many tiles are needed 
for a given size room when in- 
stalling an asphalt tile or rubber 
tile floor. 


Get the square footage of the 


room by measuring length 
and 


width. 
Then' double the square 


footage and subtract 10 per cent. 
That give the number of tiles 
needed. 


This is based on the fact that 


a standard 9 in. x 9 in. tile is 
9/16 of a square foot 


Thus if the room is 9 ft. x 12 


ft., it has 108 square feet Twice 
108 equals 216. Take 10 per cent 
of 216. That gives 21.6, or in 
round numbers 22. Subtract 22 
from 216, leaving 194. This is 
the approximate number of tiles 
needed for a 9 ft x 12 ft room.

Convert Attic 
To Playroom 


The child can be given his own 


playroom easily and inexpensive- 
ly by converting an unfinished 
attic. 


One advantage of this is that it 


can be easily converted into bed- 
rooms when the children grow 
older and require separate rooms 
of their own. 


Finishing the Attic 


First step is to determine where 


to place the knee-walls under the 
sloping roof. 


Establish lines on either side of 


the floor where there will be a 
5-foot rise from floor to rafters. 
Two-by-fours are then run from 
floor to rafters, and similar fram- 
ing is extended horizontally be- 
tween the rafters for the flat part 
of the ceiling. 


Decorative insulating board is 


then fastened to the framing to 
provide noise-deadening insulated 
walls and ceiling. Inexpensive 
wallboard. which can be painted, 
papered or left with its natural 
finish, can also be used for walls 
and ceiling. 


For a floor that is colorful, dur- 


able and easy to clean after play 
is over, install asphalt tile. Charm- 
ing picture tiles, which come in a 
variety of appropriate themes and 
are set right in the floor, have a 
special appeal for children. Many

choose their own picture tiles. 


Solves Storage Problem 


The attic playroom can also 


solve a storage problem. Build a 
continuous set of drawers in un- 
der each knee-wall. One drawer 
of each side can be a dummy, the 
face folding down to serve as the 
child's desk. 


Two screw hooks anchored to 


an overhead collar-beam will sup- 
port ropes for a low-hanging 
swing. Other accessories may in- 
clude blackboards and an ele- 
vated platform for tracks of elec- 
tric trains. Large sheets of plain 
wrapping paper fastened on the 
wall will permit children to draw 
and color to their heart's content, 
without damage to the wallpaper.

Tentative Truce Line in Korea 
Doesn't Guarantee Real Peace 


The accord between United Nations and Communist ne- 
gotiators on a tentative truce line in Korea clearly does not 
mean peace is at hand. There is much hard bargaining to 
be done on other issues, and only time will show whether 
the Reds intend to meet them in good faith. 


The mam points to be settled are the exchange of pris- 


ooera and a system of inspection to assure that each side is 
not using the armistice as a cover for a new military build- 
up.

Settlement of the prisoner exchange issue is unlikely to 


come any easier. UN atrocity reports, confused though they 
are, nevertheless are some indication thatt he Reds might 
be greatly embarrassed to tell what they have done with 
Allied prisoners.

There is no need to review all the reasons why the Reds 


seem to need a truce and ought to desire it. In spite of those 
compulsions, they might still be bent on pursuing the war 
further. If that were true, the armistice talks would inevi- 
tably be part of a plot to cloak a military build-up or to en- 
tangle UN armies and negotiators so completely in the frus- 
trations of delay and shattered hopes that sentiment for get- 
ting out of Korea at any price might develop. 


It can never be forgotten that the truce was a purely 


military device for the Chinese Reds when they fought the 
Nationalists on the mainland of China. 


ATHENS—(NBA.)—Biggest paradox in the Greek 


military aid program is the continued presence of Brit- 
ish training missions in this country. 
When the United 


States first took over Greek military assistance in 1947, 
it was at the request of the British, who said they could 
no longer afford to carry the financial burden. 


During the Greek war against the Communists, it 


was the U. S. which supplied the military officers who 
served in the field with Greek troops, advising on the 
strategy and tactics that won the war, as well as fur- 
nishing the equipment and financing it. 


Once the war was over, however, the British came 


ack as training advisers to the Greek armed forces, 
under contract to the Greek government and paid by 
the Greek army, navy and air force. The U. S. military 
mission works with the Greek government and its De- 
ense Ministry. The U. S. mission haa the final say on 
all financial and supply question*. But the great riddle 


why the U. S. government should furnish military aid 


o the Greeks for free, while the British training mis- 
ions get paid by the Greeks for their services?

Of the enlisted men, 
56 per cent are enlisted regulars, 40 per cent are draftees, 
two per cent are enlisted reserves and two per cent are 
National Guard.

Only Expert Play Made This Hand 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


There were several traps and 


pitfalls in the hand shown today, 
but South managed to thread his 
way safely through all of them. 
If South had been less expert at 
managing the, play, perhaps his 
partner would have been less ag- 
gressive in the bidding. 


West opened the deuce of dia- 


monds, and East won with the ace. 
East then returned the four of 
hearts—not the best defense. 


South carefully took this trick 


in his own hand with the queen of 
hearts in order to try the spade 
finesse at once. When that succeed- 
ed he cashed the ace of spades and 
led a third round of spades from 
the dummy. 


East hopefully stuck in the ten 


of hearts, but South did not make 
the mistake of over-ruffing. In- 
stead he discarded a diamond. 


East had to return a diamond, 


making dummy ruff with the king 
of hearts. Declarer could now safe- 
ly ruff a fourth round of spades, 
cash the ace of hearts, and give up 
a heart trick to West's jack'. Noth- 
ing could prevent declarer from 
reaching dummy with the ace of 
clubs in time to discard his remain- 
ing club on the last spade. 


Neatly played by South, to be 


sure, but not the best defense. If 
East returns a diamond at the 
second trick, it is all misery and 
floundering for poor South. 


Declarer must ruff the second 


diamond in the dummy. What 
next The best shot is to try for 
an extra spade trick by laying 
down the ace and then the queen of 
spades. (South would do better if 
he started the clubs, but cannot 
know that) 


West takes the king of spades 


and returns a club. If declarer 
tries a club finesse, East wins and 
returns a diamond to make dummy 
ruff with the king. That sets up a

DOCTOR SAYS: 


Need Different Treatment 
For All Type of Birthmarks 


A mother writes that her little 


four-year-old girl has a light-col- 
ored birthmark on her cheek and 
wants to 
know whether she 


should consider a skin graft or 
whether there is some kind of 
paint which can be put on the 
mark. 


This question and many others 


like it are often asked by parents, 
such such inquiries are not easy 
to answer because there are sev- 
eral kinds of birthmarks, 
and 


they should not all be treated in 
the same way. 


Fortunately, many birthmarks 


are so small, covered with hair, 
cr placed in such an inconspicu- 
ous part of the body that they 
need not cause any concern. Some 
birthmarks are made up of num- 
erous tiny blood vessels in the 
skin. Such a "mark" is called a 
hemangioma. 


Some are level with the surface 


of the skin but have a dark pur- 
plish color which gives them the 
common name of port wine mark. 


Others made up of blood vessels 


are raised above the skin level 
8n<" are soft and spongy. These 
are called strawberry marks. This 
type may occur anywhere, but it 
particularly is common around the 
!ips or tongue. 


Another common 
variety 
of 


birthmark made up of blood ves- 
sels is irregularly shaped and 


slightly raised. 
It is called a 


spider nevus because the blood 
vessels at the center look like the 
body while the smaller ones pass- 
ing outward resemble the legs of 
a spider. 
VARIOUS TREATMENTS 


There are various ways of treat- 


ing- port wine nevus or 
birth- 


marks, all aimed at closing off 
the blood vessels, so that blood 
ceases to flow through. Carbon 
dioxide snow may be used for the 
small ones. 


These birthmarks require deli- 


cate handling, however, as there 
is some danger of leaving an ab- 
normal skin after the port wine 
birthmark 
has 
been destroyed.

HOLIDAY SEASON MEANS CANDY 


Whenever the holiday season approaches someone in the family 


is bound to think of making a batch of smooth, creamy fudge. The 
way one can be sure of having just that kind of fudge is to carefully 
* - — t h e rules of cooking, cooling and beating. 


Use ingredients in any standard fudge recipe. Mix the ingredients 


together in a saucepan and place over low heat Cook, stirring, until 
fudge reaches a temperature.of 238 degrees on a candy thermometer. 
Or test for doneness by dropping a small amount in cold water; it 
should form a soft bail that flat- 
tens out when picked up. 


Remove from heat, let stand, 


without moving, until candy is 
110 degrees or bottom of the pan 
Is barely warm to the hand. This 
often requires about one hour. 


If you're in a hurry pour hot 


fudge onto a baking sheet or 
clean, marble-top table. Fudg 
cools faster. Cool to about 70* 
After fudge is cooled start beat- 
ing. A fine instrument is a spa 
tula or paint scraper. When candy 
becomes creamy, starts to stiffen 
and loses Its gloss, pour into but- 
tered pan or wax-paper-lined box. 
Cut in pieces while warm.

If fudge becomes a little too 


f ^tiff -to mold nicely, turn It out 


on a hard surface and knead it 
well with the hands. It becomes 
creamy. Shape into a roll and 
Cut, or pat into a greased pan.

Farm Prices 
Continue to 
Creep Higher 


WASHINGTON. (AP)—Whole- 


sale prices crept up two-tenths of 
one per cent in the week ended 
Nov. 27, and farm prices rose 
about 1,7 per cent between mid- 
October and mid-November, gov- 
ernment agencies said yesterday. 


It was the second consecutive 


month that farm prices had risen 
after a seven-month decline. The 
second month increase was about 
equal to that from mid-September 
to mid-October, the Department ol 
Agriculture reported. 


The mid-November farm price 


level, it said, was about 9.25 per 
cent above a year ago, and 21.6 
per cent above the pre-Korea 
level. 


The bureau of labor statistics 


said its index of wholesale prices 
reached 177.6 per cent of the 1926 
average. That was 13.2 per cent 
over the wholesale price level be- 
fore fighting began in Korea and 
2.9 per cant above a year ago.

Canadian, Defense Chief Says 
Battle Lull Not of V. S. Origin 


OTTAWA —(AP)— Brig. C. M. 


Drury, Canada's deputy minister 
of national defense, said last night 
the temporary halt in Korean 
fighting last Wednesday was not 
the result of an order from this 
continent. 


"But I suspect that at some high 


level in Korea, some officer did 
suggest a 'go slow,' " he said in 
an address at the St. Andrew's din- 
ner of the officers of the Cameron 
Highlanders of Ottawa. 


The 
order 
may 
have 
been 


prompted because "it is difficult 
for Allied commanders to instill an 
offensive spirit with the thought 
that if an armistice is reached, 
they will be censured for unneces- 
sary loss of life." 


Brig. Drury also said "things are 


not going particularly well" in Ko- 
rea. 


"There are disquieting signs that 


it may not be tne intention of the 


Communists to negotiate an armis- 
tice. 


"While our forces in Korea have 


not been getting any substantial 
strengthening, the opposing forces 
have shown signs of growth in 
strength and there are some dis- 
quieting indications that they are 
getting organized to fight a well- 
planned and well-supported offen- 
sive." 


Brig. Drury said Communist ar- 


tillery support is strengthening 
and a "very substantial build-up 
is occurring in the air. While we 
are getting considerable experience 
in jet fighter operations similarly 
our opponents are acquiring valu- 
able experience." 


"Fortunately, if an* offensive 


does take place we are in strong 
"defensive positions, but it would be 
a little -optimistic to look for an 
early end 'to hostilties." 


Judge Sets Aside Will Giving 
$70,000 to Christian Believers 


WATERLOO, IA. — (AP)— A 


physician's will setting up a $70,- 
000 trust fund to "persons who be- 
lieve in the fundamental principles 
of the Christian religion" was set 
aside yesterday. 


The will of Dr. W. B. Small, of 


Waterloo, %vas ruled invalid by 
District Judge Shannon B. Charl- 
ton who asserted: 


"Only by unpermissable assump- 


tion of omniscience can the trus- 
tees purport to execute the pro- 
vision of this will. 


"Any attempt here to ascertain 


or 
circumscribe the 
authority 


sought to be reposed in the trus- 
tees requires excursions in a meta- 
physical field that is, and should 
be, out of bounds for the court of 
an organized' society of human 
beings founded upon the principle 
of sepaiation of church and state." 


Judge Charlton's decision follow- 


ed a widely publicized trial last 
month in which 10 nephews and 
nieces of the Methodist physician 
contested the will on the grounds 
it was impossible to determine 
what persons are "promulgating 
the 
fundamental 
principles of 


Christian religion." 


Ten clergymen and one layman, 


called as witnesses in the trial, 
expressed widely varying views to 
the question "What Is a Chris- 
tian?" 


The judge ruled that Dr. Small 


died intestate and ordered the 
trustees to distribute the property 
to his heirs. 


Dr. Small, 77 years old when he 


died in October, 1939, left only his 
wife as a survivor. She died in 
April, 1949. He established a small 
fund for his wife until her death 
and further provided that on her 
death the trustees were to distrib- 


ute the estate to such persons as 
they "feel are directed by God, The 
Father, Jesus Christ, The Son and 
Holy Spirit"
